He 
worked all unconscious of peril, and 
neglected his general medical prac 
tice, until he was acknowledged to be 
one of the moat capable experts in 
England, In 180 he went as a radio 
logiat to the Boer war, and publish- 
ed the result of his work on the bat 
Uefield.

when Dr. Hall-Edwards took up his 
work, It is that, while the energy is 
beneficial when applied occasionall 
to a patient, it is extremely harmfu 
to one who spends too much time in 
ite vicinity.

This is 
the truth which Dr, Hall-Edward's 
death will give to the world, It has 
been shown that the rays do not pene- 
trate lead, 

A Barricade of Lead, 

Thanks to the experience of those 
who have fallen martyra to this 
branch of science, the X-ray investi- 
gator now places between himecl{ and 
the tube a wall of lead, Here, behind 
the barricade, he may manipulate the 
levers of the switchboard, while 
watching through @ mirror the opera- 
tions of the raya, 

This is the method adopted by Dr. 
M. K. Kassablan, of Philadelphia, 
whose hands are covered with warts, 
as are those of Dr, Hall-Mdwardas, Dr. 
Kassabian believes that, in time, he 
will recover from the dreadful afflic- 
tion, which robs him of sleep and 
causes him constant pain while 
awake.

BREAKING THE COLT. 
Teaching Him to Take the Bit and 


Wear the Haorness. 


Bitting and harnessing should not 
ve done by driving or riding, but by 
putting a light bridle with an ordin- 
ary snaffie bit on the colt and leav- 
ing it on for » few hours each day 
until he ceases to “fight the bit,” after 
which gentle pressure by the use of 
the checkrein attached to a surcingle 
should be given and the pressure 
gradually increased by shortening the 
check until we get him to hold his 
head in about the position we want, 
This teaches him to carry a 
and at the same time to yield to pres- 
sure upon the bit. His mouth becomes 
accustomed to it, and we avoid the 
sore mouths so often seen in colts 
when they are driven or ridden with- 
out preliminary fom g 

Then harness should be put on and 
the colt allowed to ran in a large box 
stall or paddock for a few hours each 
day until he becomes accustomed to 
having the harness put on, to wear- 
ing it and having it removed without 
fear or nervousness. He is then ready 
to be driven, which may be done 
tither with a good mannered mate ot 
tingly. I do not think it wise to drive 
two colte together at firat. In fact, I 

refer teaching a colt to go singly 

rat, and then we seldom have 
trouble when we want him to go with 
a mate, but many prefer driving him 
with a steady but prompt old horse 
first. Whichever we do, I think we 
should drive him a few times with 
just the harness before hitching to a 


rig. 

te is well to give him a few lessons 
this way first. Teach him to stand, go 
on, back, ete., and allow him to see 
all the sights that are liable to fright 
en him. When he is hitehed we should 
see that both harness and rig = are 
strong. The idea that “any old thing” 
is good enough to hitch a colt to is 
entirely wrong. The “old thing’ may 
break and the colt injure himself or 
run ig A and thereby learn habite 
that he is very slow to forget. Have 
things so strong that they are not 
liable to break, and be in a position 
to conquer him without violence or 
harshness if he acta badly, as will 
sometimes occur notwithstandirig al! 
our trouble. If driving oy it's wine 
to use a kicking strap for the first 
fow times.—Farmers Advocate.

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THE BOMBMAKER. 
He Makes an Apparently Harmless 
Letter a Deadly Machine. 
So expert are bombmakers nowadays 
that an apparently harmless letter may 
kill any person who tries to open it. A 
| plece of cardboard is cut to a size 
which, when folded over, will fit into 
an ordinary envelope. The four cor- 
ners of this are slit into narrow strips, 
Fulminate of mercury is spread over 
three of the slits, and the sheet is folded 
and fastened together, Projecting from 
each side of the folded sheet is a Httle 
metal strip, or detonator, glued to the 
cardboard in such a manner that the 
envelope cannot be opened without 
striking one of them. Upon mecting 
this slight resistance the hand moving 
the paper cutter instinctively pushes 
| harder, and the result is an explosion 
that either kills or maims. 

The easiest bomb to construct Is set 
| in operation by simply turning it up- 
side down. It is usually a good sized 
cracker box, lined with paper and half 
| filled with a mixture of chlorate of 
potassium and ordinary sugar. Into 
this a bottle of a powerful acid is in- 
| troduced. The remainder of the space 
in the box Is filled with scraps of metal, 
Then the lid is soldered on. 

All that is then necessary is to place 
the box upside down at the spot in 
which it is to explode. The acid eats 
quickly through the cork of the bottle 
and comes in contact with the chlorate 
of potassium. Asa fesult of the chem- 
feal combination which takes place 
there is a terrific explosion,

RUNNING UPSTAIRS. 


It Causes an Excessive and Injurisue 
Strain on the System. 

Every one knows that the ascent of 
a staircase is more fatiguing than ordl- 
nary walking. In walking progression 
is effected by a succession of lifts, in- 
clinations and swings, 

In starting the body is lifted, for ex- 
ample, by the levers of the right foot 
and is inclined forward. The left foot 
being then raised from the ground, the 
leg swings forward and is carried by 
its momentum beyond the right foot. 

The levers of the left foot now lift 
the body again, and the right leg 
swings forward, and so the body oscil- 
lates along on a pair of pendulums, 
Short pendulums vibrate more quickly 
than long ones, and therefore short 
legged people step quicker than long 
legged people, though with no more 
sense of exertion, 

ln going upstairs the mechanism of 
progression is of course the same, but 
the lifting action, wh'ch is the real 
force consuming part of the process, is 
now greatly increased, 

lustead of being Just suMetent to ad- 
tit of the free swing of the pendulum 
foot It must be so great as to project 
the body up at each step a distaves 
equal to the height of the stair. 

Runoing upstairs is thus an excuss- 
ive strain upon the constitution, but 
Where does this strain fall? The levers 
of motion are moved imrnediately by 
the muscles, but the muscles cannot 
act of themselves, 

Their contractions and relaxations 
take place only ander stigvotus, They 
are all connected by lines of force, call- 
ed nerves, with the nervous centors, 
and these are the sources of muscular 
stimulation, 

Not that the nerve force ot' the brain 
is converted Into the mechanical move- 
ment of progression, but nerve force Is 
constantly drawn upon to maintain 
the action of the muscies, aad this 
draft is always greatest where there ts 
a sense of exertion, 

When bodily vigor is high, the ert 
result of running upstairs may pot be 
decidedly felt, but where there is do- 
Hility of any of the processes this 
«train cannot fail to tell in some form 
or other with injurious effect.

FARM BARN. 
A General Purpose Plan Designed to 
Be Convenient. 

The following description of a plan 
for a barn is given by H, B. Cook in 
Rural New Yorker: 

The plan shown below calls for a 
building 564 by 84 feet. The horse stalls 
are five feet from centers and nine feet 
deep. The box stall is 0 by 10 feet. 
I have provided « granary 16 by 10 
feet. In the corner marked hay is a 
chute 2 by 4 feet, with about one-half 
of its height cut out on the stable side. 
Hay can be filled into this from the loft 
above and taken ont at will and save 
many steps going up and down stairs.

half feet of platform and the plat- 
form five feet wide. If they are large 
this will be none too much. If small, 
make the platform four feet six inches 
or perhaps four feet eight inches. 1 
have allowed for a passage at the end 
for cows. The door between horses 
and cows can be rolled and left open 
if desired. In fact, t would roll all in- 
side doors, Windows are provided tn 
abundance, There is an objection to 
the small windows in horse stalle ad 
miftting light directly Into the face, but

Success With Onions. 

In describing a successful method of 
growing ontlons an Ohio man writes to 
American Agriculturiat an follows: 

I have been growing onions for fif- 
teen years, In my section | find-that 
the Yellow Globe, Red Globe and Dan- 
vers are best adapted to this locality. 
I have found that a low, anady, muck 
Innd which can be well drained is best 
for the onion crop, I osually grow 


potatoes for several years on land that} 


I Intend to put in onions, 1 follow 
potatoes after potatoes on the same 
land until | get the soll perfectly clean 
and free from weeds, The land is 
plowed and harrowed In the fall, 1 be 
lieve In having plenty of good open 
ditches for perfect drainage. 1 have 
open ditches surrounding every half 
acre, The onions are drilled twelve 
tnches apart, 

I belleve in using plenty of good fer 
tilizer and put In about 1,200 pounds 
per acre, My fertilizer is made up as 
follows; Four parta ammonia, eight 
parts phosphoric acid and eight parts 
potosh, 1 usually plant about April 1 
or a8 soon as the ground is in good 
condition, I have usually only about 
twenty-five acres and have been fairly 
successful with the crop, I put on the 
fertilizer as early as I can in the 
epring. It costa me usually from about 
$25 to $30 per ton, I cultivate the 
crop about every ten days, using o 
band cultivator, 

My average yleld per acre In 1000 
was about 600 bushels, I still have 
most all my crop, I am getting 40 
cents per bushel at my station, | have 
bad no special trouble with Insects or 
diseanes, but find on light soils blight 
causes considerable damage, In har 
vesting a crop we pull and throw 
twelve rows together, topping them 
when they are dried. They are then 
put directly into crates, where they are 
left until they are thoroughly cured 
and disposed of, 


Asparagus a Rank Feeder. 

Asparagus ia a rank feeder, and 
plenty of plant food should be provid- 
ed if nice, large, succulent shoots are 
wanted, A dressing of well compost- 
ed stable manure or some high grade 
complete fertilizer will come accepta- 
ble, Salt Is often recommended, In 
some cases It may be beneficial, but 
under average conditions it will not 
Prove of much account, On the sea- 
coast its application would be labor 
lost, A 

Breeding For Quality. 

T would suggest that more emphasis 
be laid on the right breeding to im- 
prove the quality, size and quantity of 
the fruit produced as well as to put 
constitution Into the trees to resist the 
fungi. The old adage, “An ounce of 
prevention Is worth a poand of cure,” 
applies in this case.—Phillp Lux,

An Arrangement That Is Designed te 
Economize Labor. ;

den and small fruit patch in such » 
way that the necessity of hand Inbeor, 
especially with spade, hoe, ete., in re 
need to a minimum. We want the 
tden in one block, not in beds, and 
é¢ smal! and bush fruits as nearly 
as may be in few and long rows. 

My own vineyard of about 100 vari- 
eties of grapes is in almost a square 
block, each row having about ten or | 
twelve vines, and this almost in the 
centre of other cultivated lands.

provement I would suggest on this 
plan is given in the accompanyit) 
sketch. The arbor might just as wel 
be mostly a grape arbor, and if the 
two rows are not considered sufficient 
another might be added, Next to this 
“vineyard” I would place the berry 
a consisting of curranta, goose 

trios, blackberries, raspberries, red- 
caps and blackcaps; then asparagus, 
thubarb and other perennials; then 
strawberries and finally the garden 
vegetables.

THE FORGOTTEN DEAC, 


There Are Few Knglioh Tombstones 
Over Twe Centurtes O14, 

Some years ago there was a corre 
| spondence in the papers, the maln ar 
gument being that there were very fow 
tombstones in the open—that ta, out 


| aide of a chureh—which could show « 


record of over 200 years, Doubtless 
there are many tombstones of a far 
greater age, but most of these are now 
undecipherable from the periabing ma 
terial used or have sunk deep lato the 


| earth, in which case there can be stmal! 


doubt as to the inacriptions having be 


| come obliterated. 


The oldest record I have come across 
Was at Godebill churchyard, near Veut 
nor, where the visitor can see legibly 
inscribed, “Annie Garde, 1502," but 
probably some of your readers may 


| know of tombstones bearing an eariier 


date, The most surprising number of 
old tombstones clustered together are 
possibly those grouped at Bonchurch, 
Isle of Wight, these ranging from 1010 
to 1702, In all there are seven, having 
these dates; 1614, 1610, 1020, 1627, 
1640, 1687, 1702, 

Bo far—that is, during a three years’ 
soarch—I have found tombstones of the 
seventeenth century at Godahbill, Bou 
church, Hrading and &8t. Lawrence 
(Ventnor), in the Isle of Wight; at Wa 
teringbury, in Kent, where there are 
several in excellent order; at Tonbridge 


Bristol, Ipswich, Harwich, Southwold 


Colwyn Bay (old parish churchyard) 
and at Millbrook, near Southampton, 

I might note that in all I have so far 
found only thirty-five tombstones ove
